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1. The rejection of claims 15-18 under 35 USC 101 in view of the entered 
amendment pertaining to those claims. 

2. The prior art rejections of the claims stand as indicated in the final rejection of 
1/31/2007. 

3. The examiner acknowledges that Jantz was cited in the rejection of claims 1-3, 5- 
8, 10, 12-14 in the final rejection from 1/31/2007 in error. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 4/6/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

5. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, ,642 F.2d413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

6. Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing and explaining out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes 
them from the references. 

7. The applicant argues with respect to independent claims 1 , 6, and 15 that Torrey 
fails to teach of a second LUN being assigned to a memory. The examiner disagrees. 
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As shown in figure 2 of Torrey, paragraphs 15 and 16 state that the library is given LUN 
0 (first device) and all of the media and drives within are given additional LUN, such as 
LUN 1, 2, etc. (different memories). 

8. The applicant also argues that neither Kopsaftis nor Torrey teach of in response 
to said LUN address obtained from each of said one of more commands being equal to 
said second LUN, updating said microcode in said memory using said LUN address 
assigned to said second LUN by processing each of said one or more commands. The 
examiner disagrees. The combination of Kopsaftis and Torrey teaches of this. 
Paragraphs 19-20 of Torrey indicate that each command contains the LUN of the 
storage element or elements that the command is directed to. Thus the command is 
processed by the desired LUN when the LUN in the command is the as that of the 
desired LUN. 

Therefore, the initiator command in the combination of Kopsaftis and Torrey 
would contain the LUN of the effected memory and would be carried out in view of that 
LUN to update its microcode, Kopsaftis column 8, line 63-column 9, line 15. The 
transfer command containing the new microcode would also contain the LUN of the 
desired memory for it to be placed in.
